Non-Partisan League has not made mnch 
progress in its attempts to displace that 
organization in "Wisconsin.

ty, it also is true, as this convention dis- 
closed, that Equity as a body has noth- 
ing in common with the Non-Partisan 
League and is opposed to its socialistic 
program.

•was an address by a visitor from North 
Dakota who denounced the Non-Partisan 
league as a mld-eat organization,. 
Ef- 


forts by some of the delegates to prevent 
liim from making an attack upon the Non- 
Partisan League were overwhelmingly 
suppressed, and the speaker was permit- 
ted to tell of the league's operations and 
its bad record in North Dakota. 


President Tittemore in his annual ad- 


dress made a vigorous assault upon So- 
cialism, declaring it to be a fight to a fin- 
ish with the Equity society and an- 
nounced his intention of making a person- 
al campaign throughout the state to show 
farmers what socialism really means. 


Mr. 
Tittemore's 
uncompromising 


N Americanism and his relentless hostility 


to Socialism are two of the best heritages 
he bequeaths the Society of Equity. He 
has been one of the strongest influences 
for preserving Equity from the blighting 
inroads of the Non-Partisan league, and 
in this respect his services have been in- 
valuable to the farmers of "Wisconsin. 


The Society of Equity has a vital place 


in the social and economic life of Wis- 
consin, and it stands in a position to ac- 
complish greatly needed reforms for the 
benefit of the fanners, provided only it 
steers clear of radicalism and the so- 
cialistic schemes of the Non-Partisan 
league. The Society of Equity will make 
itself a potent organization for improving 
the condition of the farmer, for assisting 
him in his marketing problems and for 
generally advancing rural interests by 
confining itself to methods which square 
with American institutions. 


There are many things to be done in

MEXICAN OIL 


It is nol generally recognized that one 


cause of Mexican distrust of the United 
States is our dependence on that country 
for an adequate supply of oil. In 1919 
we imported 52.746,567 barrels of oil 
from Mexico and our importations for 


d 920 will far exceed cren that amount. 
The domestic supply of petroleum is no 
longer equal to the demand. If we were 
compelled to depend on it the price would 
soar sky high and the proposition for the 
annexation of northern Mexico, now on- 
ly discussed privately by interested per- 
sons, would no doubt be heard in the 
open. An adequate supply of oil is im- 
perative. It, is asserted that at the pres- 
ent rate we arc likely to use up all our 
oil resources in 17 years, and obvkmsly 
we must either take steps toward a great 
reduction in eonsumptioft or arrange to 
import large quantities. 


It seems lhat we have not been alert 


TO this important malter while the British 
have as usual been forehanded* 
"We have 


refused to have anything to do with the 


League of Nations, and hare refused ev- 
ery mandate offered us. Great Britain, 
on the other hand, has promptly accept- 
ed every mandate proposed and has among 
other things secured control over, or a de- 
termining influence in connection with, a 
number of oil producing regions in addi- 
tion to those already acquired. The south- 
erners used to call cotton king, and with 
reason, but under present conditions there 
is no product that, based on industrial 
need, can equal the kingship of oiL The 
nation that can lead captive the largest 
string of oil fields is the best armed in- 
dustrially and in a military sense. Our 
state department is said to be awakened, 
but the difficulty is that other nations 
have got ahead and staked out most of 
the claims in sight. 


It is not necessary for the United States 


to annex Mexico, or to establish a protec- 
torate over it by armed intervention, to 
assure itself of the benefits of Mexican 
oil production. 
The establishment of 


right relationships between the United- 
States and Mexico, both politically and 
economically, would place these great oil 
resources at our command almost exclus- 
ively. We should not arouse the suspi- 
cion or fear of the Mexican people by poli- 
cies which give them ground to believe 
that our ultimate policy is annexation or 
conquest. 
To do this would only make 


more difficult our commercial and indus- 
trial relationships with that country. The 
matter is one for adjustment through wise 
statesmanship and sound business judg- 
ment. 


THE IMMIGRANT TIDE 


Ellis Island is a chaos, overwhelmed by 


the inflow of immigrants. And there is 
worse to come. Hordes are expected to 
arrive from central Europe: five millions 
from Italy are figured on, and there are 
reported to be as many as eight millions 
preparing to ship from Germany to Amer- 
ean shores. 
Commissioner Wallace is 


quoted as saying that he has evidence of 
a concerted movement among European 
officials to make good use of the oppor- 
tunity to empty their homelands of the 
most undesirable elements. 
Already in- 


cendiaries, bolsheviki. criminals, paupers 
and mental 
defectives 
have 
slapped 


through our gates in the crowding and 
confusion. 
Our foreign-group 
voters 


and foreign agitators are a recognized 
menace already and there is promise of 
stiH more serious conditions. Under the 
circumstances it is not surprising to hear 
that a bill is to be presented to congress 
providing for a complete suspension of 
immigration for two years and that the 
only suggested alternative is a drastic 
plan of supervision. 


Organized labor, fearful of the com- 


petition that unrestricted immigration 
will create and its consequent lowering of 
the American standard of living, will 
doubtless support the two-year suspen- 
sion proposition. 
Other interests will 


favor the plan of supervision, under which 
immigration would be greatly limited in 
numbers and confined to a higher grade 
of aliens. To what extent America can 
continue to absorb immigration without 
serious consequences to itself as well as 
to the immigrants is a question which can 
be determined only by tne trend of our de- 
velopment and the condition of our pros- 
perity. 
In approaching this question 


congress should consider it almost whol- 
ly from the standpoint of what is best for 
America. We cannot make this country 
an asylum for Europeans suffering from 
the consequences of the war. when to do 
so is of damaging effect upon our own 
people. Europe should be required to work 
out its own problems except where Amer- 
ica can assist in their solution < without 
sacrificing her own interests or the wel- 
fare of her own people.

WHY BE VACCINATED? 


If inoculation with the virus ot cowpox (vaccina- 


tion) is a real preventive of smallpox, why aro not 
the health authorities more stringent about vaccin- 
ating every seven years, as I understand after that 
period the subject, is again susceptible? (Query of 
A. E. F.) 
The seven year notion is about as sensible as the 


conception of "seven year itch," or the superstition 
that broken bones "knit" on the seventh or ninth or 
some other mystic day, or the tradition that a young 
mother should remain in bed until or not remain in 
bed after the ninth day, or the popular fallacy that 
a fever "turns" or a crisis comes on tho ninth or 
twenty-first day. 


Inoculation with tho -virus of cowpox !s an unsci- 


entific, always risky procedure, because we do not 
know what the virus is or what it contains. Un- 
questionably accidental Infection in connection with 
it has brought about some tragic deaths. Unques- 
tionably it subjects the child to a certain risk. Not- 
withstanding all this, I like to keep myself, my chil- 
dren and all who are dear to me well vaccinated, 
because I believe in this very unscientific protec- 
tion. 
If th& nest door neighbors do not beliere in it, 


I cannot blame them. If they do not wish to sub- 
mit to vaccination, *I am bound to admit that they 
act within their rights. It would be departing far 
from the principle of fairness and justice for me to 
insist or for any citizen or legally constituted au- 
thority to insist on vaccinating my neighbor's chil- 
dren against his wishes. I'd fight to the last tooth 
and nail before submitting to such an assault If 
I did not wish my children vaccinated. 


But my unbelieving neighbor has stffl another 


grievance. Since he refuses to be vaccinated or to 
have his children vaccinated, some health depart- 
ments insist that he and his children shall be strict- 
ly Quarantined or isolated in time 6T smallpox epi- 
demic or fear of such epidemic. They assume this 
position on the ground that the unbeliever might 
otherwise spread smallpox infection through 
the 


community when coming down with the disease. 


I formerly agreed with that view. It seemed to 


me that the unbeliever should not be permitted to 
endanger the well being of other parsons. But I 
no longer see it in that light. 


If cowpox inoculation (vaccination) is the preven- 


tive we believe it to be, let us offer it without fee to 
everybody who desires to be protected. Then let us 
discard the isolation or quarantine of smallpox cases 
That is no more important than the isolation of 
scarlet fever or whooping cough today. Lict us give 
the unbeliever carte blanche to go and come as he 
chooses. All of us who believe and are vaccinated 
have nothing to fear from him: all of those who do 
not believe and are not protected are surely entitled 
to take the risk Involved. 


It is inconsistent to oppose the anti-vaccinaUonlst. 


Give him all the rope he wants. Why should we who 
are protected worry?

Salt Lake' City, Utah—Salt Lake 


City is one of the most picturesque 
cities in this country. 


It lies in a high, natural amphi- 


theater, with golden, satiny 
moun- 


tains forming a high barricade on 
three sides, while' on the fourth the 
city slopes down to a fertile valley, 
fenced 
off in orchards 
and farms. 


The Great Salt Lake is visible only 
through a telescope, being 13 miles 
distant, and the Great 
Salt Lake 


Desert is even farther away. After the 
first shock of surprise you cease to 
connect the city with salt in any way 
—it is so green and fresh-looking— 
and 
later you are glad to have the 


Salt Lake where it is in all Its sol- 
emn, desolate grandeur as you behold 
it from the window of a Southern Pa- 
cific train on your journey westward. 


When the Mormons first saw Salt 


Lake City they did not like it. They 
had traveled for a thousand miles or 
more in a tedious and painful fash- 
ion, walking and driving ox carts all 
the way 
from Missouri, 
and they 


were, to borrow a phrase from Mor- 
mon Bible, exceedingly sore. Their 
feet especially were sore. But even so, 
they declared that they would rather 
go on for another thousand 
miles 


rather than settle down on the site 
they beheld from Emigration Can- 
yon—merely a great, placid bashi of 
sand, 
dotted with grey sagebrush. 


Brigham 
Young, however, appeared 


to be much impressed with it. He re- 
mained silent for several minutes, 
gazing down on its snug, cliff-protect- 
ed bareness, and then he made his 
historic remark, "This is the place." 


The Mormons didnt like it any bet- 


ter after that, but there was no dis- 
puting Brigham's word. Ton can bet- 
ter understand this after seeing the 
portrait of the Mormon leader which 
hangs in the Mormon Museum—the 
portrait of a man with a square jaw 
and 
a high forehead, with shrewd 


grey eyes and a thin, straight mouth 
urving down abruptly at the corners. 
So the party moved down into the 
basin 
and 
camped on the ground 


where tho City Hall stands today. 
There were 143 men In all, three wora- 
n, two children and horses, mules. 
oxen, boss and chickens. 
Personal 


belongings were few, because most of 
the space iri the ox carts had been re- 
quired for rifles, crude farming imple- 
ments, seed grain and a year's supply 
of provisions. One lonely cannon also 
added greatly to their courage in a 
country filled with hostile Indians. 


First Irrigation 


Under the direction of Young, the 


campers immediately started break- 
ing the sun-baked earth, but in doing 
so broke their plows. When most-'of 
the farm implements had been ruined 
for life and all seemed lost. Young had 
an inspiration. He ordered them to 
dam tho nearby mountain streams so 
that they flooded the land, and thus, 
according to Utah's historians, irriga- 
tion by white men began in America. 


A fort was built as a precaution 


a.guinst attacks from Indians, but as 
Young's 
policy of making 
friends 


with tho savages proved successful 
this was abandoned and log houses 
wore built. 


Then, just as conditions were be- 


coming 
fairly tolerable, 
came the 


crickets. In huge, ravenous droves 
they desconded on the new struggling 
crops 
and started 
devouring them 


whilo the poor pioneers looked help- 
lessly on. Insecticides were not on the 
market then, and it is doubtful if any 
insecticide ever invented would have 
proved a match for these fabulous 
Utah crickets. 
Nevertheless, 
once 


more all was no^t lost. In the wake of 
the crickets carne an equally ravenous 
flock of gulls—thousand^ -of them— 
filling the air 
with 
their harsh 


screetches of delight as they fell upon 
the choice, fat insects. The Mormons 
believed that the coming of the birds 
was the work of God, but they also 
gave the gulls due credit, and in Utah 
today the gull is a sacred bird, rigidly 
protected by law. 


In 1849 BriRham Youncr started to 


put into operation his plans for build- 
ing a great, independent Mormon em- 
pire. Salt Lake City was not per- 
mitted to grow up in the usual hap- 
hazard 
fashion of most 
American 


cities; it was 
carefully planned and 


laid out in straight, wide streets, with 
long rectangular blocks, six to a mile. 
Young said, "Let there be green 
la.Tvns, shrubs and trees," and in due 
time his word was 
obeyed. 
Todny 


nearly every house stands in its own 
green grounds, shaded by tall trees, 
usually 
populars, 
and 
invariably 


somewhere in the foreground, hard at 
work, is the secret of all this green- 
ery—the humble garden hose. 


Early Schools 


Xnxt, Young turned his attention 


to the provisions of educational facil- 
ities to which he attached enormous 
importance, although he himself had 
boon trained as a glazcr and cabinet- 
maker and had suffered only one week 
of school. The first class-rooms wrre 
opened In tents and wagons, but these

were soon transferred into log boose* 
and later, into pretentious quarters of 
adobe, brick and stone. Aa early aa 
1850 
the Mormon University of D«i- 


eret was founded, while two years lat- 
er, a territorial library was established 
in the Council Bouse, and books haul- 
ed by ox team all the way from New 
York. Today 
88 per cent of Utah's 


revenue IB spent on education. 


The matter of recreation was ateo 


given practical consideration. Young 
holding even at this early day that 
play was a fundamental necessity of 
human existence. So, while the first 
school was being: built, men were also 
at work erecting a theater, and the 
Mormon farmers began to alternate 
their plowing with rehearsals ot pop- 
ular melodramas. 
• In the exact center of the city, di- 
viding it into four sections, a large 
space was set aside for religious wor- 
ship, and a thick adobe wall built 
around it. This wan has since been 
reinforced 
with concrete, 
but the 


buildings erected within it retain all 
of their pristine picturesqueness. The 
Mormon Temple, of .course, ought to 
be phenomenally sturdy, for it was 
built by an elaborate and tedious pro- 
cess covering a period of 40 years. 
The huge, greyish-white stones that 
form its walls were bauled by ox team 
from granite quarries 20 miles from 
the city, and the Mormons claim that 
it often took four yoke of oxen four 
days to cart one stone. After stones 
arrived they still required a great deal 
of attention, for they bad to be fitted 
together without the use of mortar. 


The object of all these 40 years of 


incredible toil is not, as might be ex- 
pected, 
a thing 
of - overwhelming 


beauty. It is too frequently 
pnnc- 


tured with curious window*, some of 
them shaped like portholes, for that. 
But its tall spires give a heavenly dig- 
nity to the city especially since at- 
tached to one of them' is a statue of 
the Angel 
Moroni—a gorgeous, 12- 


foot statue of hammered copper cov- 
ered with gold leaf—just on the verge 
of proclaiming Judgment Day with his 
trumpet horn. 


None but Mormons of good stand- 


ing, which means Mormons who pay 
their tithes regularly, are permitted 
inside the Temple, but pictures of its 
inner 
chambers 
have been 
taken 


showing them to be rather dull, in- 
significant offices and not the myster- 
ious 
apartments and passage-ways 


ascribed to it by fiercely imaginative 
anti-Mormons. 


The Famous Tabernacle 


The Tabernacle immediately to the 


West of the Temple is also a remark- 
able building. 
It looks much like a 


huge, petrified turtle. The turtle's 
back or roof is the largest non-sup- 
ported dome in the world. It rests en- 
tirely on the 48 sandstone pillars built 
into the walls, and has no interior 
supports. At the time It was built no 
steel or nails were available, so the 
roof was tacked together with wood- 
en pegs reinforced with rawhide. The 
Tabernacle seats 10,000 
people and 


can be emptied in four minutes thru 
its 21 12-foot doors. The 
acoustic 


properties are so marvelous that a pin 
drjppp^d in one -;nrt of th« building 
can be heard in the furthest corner of 
the galEery more than 250 feet away. 
This adds grea'ly to the tone of the 
Tabernacle organ, •which in its day 
was the finest In America. . 


Having put the infant Mormon em- 


pire on its feet, and having started 
these prodigious 
monuments to the 


Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter 


Day Saints, Brigham Young took un- 
to himself a large tract of land; pro- 
ceeded to marry most of the homliest 
women in Utah, to judge by their por- 
traits, and settled down to rnn his ab- 
solute 
realm. 
But his well-earned 


complacency did not last long. In the 
East 
the magic word, "Gold!" was 


tearing men from their placid paths 
and sweeping them westward as fast 
as tho 
Overland stage would carry 


them. 
Utah, 
then embracing 
the 


widely-heralded Nevada mines, could 
not hope to escape the gold-seekers. 
The Mormons did their best, or worst, 
whichever 
you prefer, 
to dissuade 


them from taking up their residence 
in Utah, but it was futile. Where 
Indians had failed to stop the influx 
of 
pioneers, 
so did the so-called 


avenging Angels. Gradually, Young's 
dream 
of a great Mormon empire 


faded. 


Today It has become very dim, in- 


deed. The non-Mormons are now In 
the majority in Salt Lake City, and 
own most of the property. The en- 
tire smelting industry, 
the largest 


banks and department stores are in 
their hands. Their various churches 
outnumber 
the Mormon 
houses of 


worship. They are beginning to boast 
that- Salt Lake 
City is principally 


theirs. But, as tho visitor peers at 
Brigham Young's gave, which is mere- 
1V -, r>iiin. prepn mound, enclosed by 
'a vine-covered iron fence, and bears 
no tablet, he cannot but feel that Brig- 
ham Young wns right when he said 
"Salt Lake City shall be my monu- 
ment.r

Before the War. 


The restrictions relating to jyift par 


eel packages for residents of Germany 
have been modified somewhat by an 
explanation received by the postofflce 
from the department at "Washington. 


The previous orders made it appear 


that the contents of gift 
packages 


must be limited to certain articles, and 
the quantity of these must not be 
over a certain amount, if they were 
to go duty-free. 


The new instructions state that the

They 
do not apply to gift packages at all. 
Christmas parcels may therefore con- 
tain anything that could be sent be- 
fore the war, and in any quantity de- 
sired, providing the total weight does 
not exceed 11 pounds, and the size is 
not over 7S inches in length and girth 
together.
